lo m e queer sto ries had co me to me abo ut 
the institutio n, the treatment o f patients 
there, ami the mauuer in which they were 
bro ught there and admitted. 
In o ther 
wo rds, the relatives o f peo ple who had 
Ijo o n kidnaped and hurried into this place 
while as sane as I am at .this mo ment, by 
o ther relatives o r perso ns making way with 
them , had co me to me and stated their sus- 
|ucio o s. 
As fo r me, I had no perso nal 
kno wledge o f the place, o r o f the way in 
Which it was co nducted; but their sto ries 
« co ntinued to co me to me, aud at last they 
made such an impressio n that I sat do wn 
« md wro te to the State Superintendent o f 
Asy lum s, repeating all that had been to ld 
Oao , and suggesting that there be a special 
« tid rigid inspectio n and examinatio n o f 
this institutio n o rdered. 
This letter was written and mailed six 
weeks befo re the death o f Edso n Whalley . 
tJ tticml lo utme, as we all kiro w, is a slo w 
wild tt dio m affair; but it appears that after 
a tune my sho t struck the mark. 
It wo uld 
appear that, o n the seco nd day after Dr. 
Minto n was thrust into this place, an in­ 
spectio n and visitatio n o f the Summerto n 
Asy lum was o rdered. 
The inspecto r was 
to leave o n his m issio n o n the third day 
« /to r that, and so me watchful friend o f the 
pro prieto r o f the place telegraphed the 
new s to him fro m headquarters, in cipher. 
The 
inspectio n was 
duly mud« 
by a 
humane and impartial o fficer, and no twith­ 
standing the three day s’ no tice that had 
‘been smuggled to the head o f this infamo us 
piwo e, such a ho rrible state o f facts was 
develo ped that the institutio n was bro ken 
up, its inmates resto red to liberty , and the 
wko le co untry was asto unded by the ex­ 
po sures made. 
Dr. Phineas W esterly o nly 
« saved him self fTOin a criminal pro secutio n 
by flight. 
It is no t necessary that I sho uld 
« Aeo cribe the hideo us wro ngs that were 
5gMxight to light in this expo sure, o f which 
ifce case o f Dr. Minto n furnished by no 
« nestiis the wo rst. 
I o nly say that there is 
« to « uch sample o f man’s inhumanity to 
tuan, no such hell upo n earth, as the aver­ 
age private insane asy lum o f this co untry . 
Many victims were freed fro m co nfiue- 
ttmul and to rment; but Dr. Minto n was no t 
« amo ng them. 
He had been taken fro m the 
pla ce the day befo re the inspectio n, as a p­ 
peared by the evidence taken upo n the ex­ 
aminatio n. 
That is, his name o r identity 
was no t kno wn to tho attendants; but it 
appeared that the subject who was bro ught 
in o n the mo rning o f the tenth o f Septem­ 
ber was o u the fo urteenth taken away in 
*iie same carriage that bro ught him. 
It beco mes quite easy no w to understand 
a ll this. 
Dr. Beaumo nt was o n very go o d 
terrn-i with the pro prieto r o f the infamo us 
« establishment; it is fair to presume that he 
£ u*.d emplo y ed him befo re in the same 
« ^secies o f villainy , fo r a sufficient reward.

Sho uld a ny o ne fro m 
Uerkcley chance to visit the place, there 
« feu Id lie no risk o f disco very . 
It was as 
as the to mb. 


co me his wife. 
And, with the necessity o f 
putting him o ut o f the way until the co n­ 
spirato rs were quite ready fo r flight, Beau­ 
mo nt mingled tnis exquisite scheme o f re­ 
venge. 
It is fo rtunó te that amo ng all tho 
bad men aro und us the wo rld has very 
few so perfectly diabo lical o s was this man. 
The cipher dispatch to ^ csterly that I 
have spo ken o f wras fo und bv the inspecto r 
amo ng the secret papers o f his o ffice; and 
in Dr. Beaumo nt’s ho tlse here in Berkeley 
was fo und so mewhat later (at a time which 
is y et to be spo ken o f) a message fro m 
Westerly dated September 13. 
It was 
hastily written in pencil, stated the co n­ 
templated visit o f the inspecto r, and bade 
Beaumo nt co me immediately and remo ve 
his "1 ist pa tient " 
It no do ubt leaebed its 
address by special messenger no t a to r than 
co o n o f tho same day ; and then 
----- 
I can imagine the co nsternatio n it must 
have caused! 
Edso n Whalley had 
been 
buried; the statement o f Dr. Beaumo nt 
that he had died o f cancer o f the sto mach 
passed unchallenged; the er.rainal charge 
against Harvey Minto n, which acco unted 
fo r his disappearance, was generally be­ 
lieved; Clay to n Ferrers was secretly and 
busily engaged in turning the estate into 
mo ney , having go t him self immediately 
appo inted administrato r, as, except his 
mo ther, the o nly living relative ami next 
o f kin; und Beanmo ntwas also , with the 
mo st pro fo und secrecy , making his ar­ 
rangements and shaping his affairs to de­ 
camp.

Ho w nenrly it came to succeeding, the fur­ 
ther narrative o f Harvy Minto n will sho w. 
And no w that the right has triumphed, 
and vio lence and crime and hideo us treach­ 
ery by the sinister hands o f these co nspir­ 
ato rs have met with their just retribu io n, 
I may be permitted to say that the hand o f 
Go d also appo ars to me in this amazing 
histo ry . 
No human inventio n co uld have 
co ntrived no r predicted the co nsequences 
o f the letter which I wro te to the State 
Superintendent, as has been described; y et 
it was that simple letter that co ntributed 
mo re than any thing else to the expo sure 
and do wnfall o f Beaumo nt and Ferrers be­ 
fo re the time had co me fo r their a bsco nd­ 
ing. 
But fo r that letter, Harvey Minto n 
wo uld have languished in the Summerville 
Asy lum fo r mo nths—at least until the co n­ 
spirato rs bad made go o d their flight; and 
his revelatio n aud expo sure wo uld have 
co me to o late either to bring them to ju s­ 
tice o r to prevent tho wrecking and em­ 
bezzling o f the bulk o f the magnificent 
estate left by Mr. Whalley .

1 read o f them; never had I realized ho w 
wo eful they co uld be.

denied me almo st since i was bro ught here. 
It was lo ng befo re I tho ro ughly awakened 
fro m that sleep; to he exact, it was mo re 
than two day s. 
During that time, 1 had 
o ccasio nal gleams o f co nscio usness. When 
and ho w my remo val fro m the asy lum was 
acco mplished, I kno w no t; what happened 
to me, except that I was mo ving, co ntinu­ 
ally mo ving, can o nly bo matter o f co njec­ 
ture.

During his ex pedition to Mount Kili­ 
manjaro Mr. H. H. J ohnson noticed a 
singular resemblance 01* “ mimicry ” be­ 
tween the appearance of the tall red- 
brown antelope and the mounds built 
by the white ant.

same, and the long grass hiding the 
animal’s legs, it was really * difficult to 
distinguish an antelope from an ant­ 
hill.

The sev enth petition in the pray er, 
which a hu nd red y ears ago was u ttered 
at least in New England by ev ery child 
that was old enou gh to prattle, as the 
last office of the ev ening was: “Deliv er 
u s from ev il.” These word s are com­ 
prehensiv e, fu ll of weight for the ripened 
reason, and clear to reason in its d awn- 
ing. 
Ou r new rev isers hav e thrown 
asid e tills established translation, and 
for the su blime word s to which the 
whole English-speaking Christian world 
is accu stomed hav e su bstitu ted “De­ 
liv er u s from the ev il one.” If the 
Greek word s which the au thors of this 
new rend ering had before them re­ 
qu ired the change, they certainly * were 
bou nd , as honest men, to d o what they 
hav e d one, bu t what ju d gment shou ld 
be pronou nced it they hav e d isregard ed 
the meaning of Greek word s, as u sed 
in the Greek cities before the Christian 
era began, and as u sed in the New 
Testament itself, and those of its books 
which were w*ritten by the most ac­ 
complished masters of the Greek lan­ 
gu age to be fou nd in that v olu me? 
Nex t comes the complete su bord ination 
of the temporal life to the life of the 
sou l. The principle of absolu te equ ality 
is repeated in tlie word s that relate to 
the mu tu al relation of man with man, 
his transgressions, and how they may 
be repaired . 
Then comes the longing 
for holiness, and the first entreaty is 
“Lead u s not into temptation;” the d e­ 
sire for absolu te pu rity is heard in the 
second : 
“Deliv er u s from ev il. ” The 
su pplicant mu st search the recesses of 
his own sou l and seek there for ev il, 
and if he find s it there he mu st be rest­ 
less and u nhappy u ntil he can tear it 
ou t root and branch and gain peace 
w*ith pu rity and ju stice. 
Bu t, throu gh 
ou r rev isers, if their innov ation is to 
be accepted , and pray er becomes the 
pray *er of prid e, of a man who attribu tes 
no w*eakness to himself; and , instead of 
looking into himself for the seed of the 
ev il which he may commit, presents 
his own inward natu re as in itstd f per­ 
fect, and need ing no protection 
from an ou tsid e ev il one. 
In this 
the pray er of hu mility becomes 
v oice of self-d eception and prid e. 
It remains only to ask how lias 
world for nearly nineteen centu ries 
u nd erstood the petition? 
The Greek 
of the two Gospels speaks for itself. 
The Vu lgate, which is the first great 
translation of the New* Testament mad e 
for the Latin world , rightly read s ^ 
Lib era no s a ma lo 
, d eliv er u s from ev il, 
and this v ersion is still read in all the 
Latin w orld w hich ad heres to Rome. 
The learned and wise translators of the 
day *« of King James rend ered the word s 
correctly : Deliv er u s from ev il; and 
they are followed by all English-speak­ 
ing chu rches of ev ery d enomination. 
The rend ering in the Dou av Bible is 
the same, and so it is in the Bible as 
translated by Lu ther. 
The whole world of Christianity — 
Catholic, Anglican,Episcopal,Lu theran, 
and Reformed —agree in the rend ering: 
“Deliv er u s from ev il.”— 
Geo rg e Ba n- 
cro ft, in New Princeto n Review. 
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W h ile man was im ucent he was likely 
ignorant of nothing that imported him
